ACCEPTABLE SOLID WASTE - ** All loads must be tarped. ** 

General residential, commercial, industrial and municipal refuse originating from the Hamilton-Wentworth Region, 
including kitchen waste, appliances, four car tires per day per resident, general trash, furniture, glassware, clothing, 
sweepings, tree clippings, crates, approved industrial by-products (in limited amounts), and most articles under four 
feet in length. 


NON-ACCEPTABLE WASTE 

Construction and demolition debris (ie. drywall and shingles), earth fill, broken concrete, and other inert materials, 

asphalt, tree stumps, construction timber, tires from industrial/commercial generators, wood products over four feet 

in length, bundles of metal strapping, and the like, abandoned motor vehicles, metal drums or barrels, agricultural 

waste, dead animals, liquid waste, untreated sewage, and hazardous waste as defined in RSO 1970, 824 as amended, 
J pathological waste, pesticides and herbicides, snow, recyclable corrugated cardboard from industrial/commercial 

generators and other waste materials which may be deemed by the Commissioner of Transportation/Environmental 

Services to be "Non-Acceptable".

COVERING LOADS 
All solid waste conveyed to the Facilities shall be contained in fully enclosed vehicle bodies, or totally enclosed or 
covered in canvas, tarpaulins or nets, or other acceptable cover which is properly secured.

LIQUID WASTE

Recyclables (newspaper, glass bottles and jars, food and beverage cans, 2 litre Pet plastic pop bottles, aluminum pie 
plates, plastic bottles and jugs, telephone books, glossy magazines, clean grocery bags and corrugated cardboard) are 
processed in Hamilton-Wentworth Region by Third Sector Recycling.

The H.H.W. Depot is a service open to residents of the Region. The Depot is open every Saturday from 9am-Spm, 
and is located at 239 Lottridge St. N. in Hamilton. The Depot accepts wastes such as used motor oils, old paints, 
pesticides, batteries and propane cylinders. Asbestos is also accepted by special arrangement with Hotz 
Environmental (527-9266). Radioactive waste, biological wastes, PCBs, explosives and ammunition are not accepted at 
the depot.

The waste products generated from construction and demolition industries are diverse in nature 
and quite plentiful. A general definition of C & D debris is: 


"uncontaminated solid waste resulting from the construction, remodelling, repair 
and demolition of structures and roads, with such waste including bricks, 
concrete, soils, rock, wood, wall coverings, plaster, drywall, plumbing fixtures, 
insulation, roofing shingles, asphalt pavement, glass, plastics, etc." (Biocycle 
July/90 p.57). 


Some of the materials found in C & D debris originate from many sources. The following list is 
an example of such debris and their sources:

Rubble Dirt, bricks, cinder blocks, concrete 
Asphalt Roads, bridges, parking lots

Commercial food wastes are generated by retail outlets, hotels, restaurants, airlines, institutions, 
and food manufacturing and distribution companies. Food wastes can be in the form of trim 


from produce, flower cuttings, baked goods, deli materials, dairy or frozen products, and 
prepared meats. 


Food that is safe and still suitable for human consumption, but cannot be sold for marketing 
reasons, can be donated to social agencies such as food banks or hostels. Export to foreign 
countries as food relief is also an option. Food wastes that are not suitable for human 
consumption can be diverted from landfill in a number of ways: farmers may use this food for 
animal feed or agricultural land use. 


Composting is an alternative for industrial, commercial and institutional food wastes as well as 
domestic kitchens, and leaf and yard materials. 


Food and vegetable oils are recycled into products such as soap and animal feed. Certain parts 
of fish, meat and fowl are considered delicacies and may find a market elsewhere in the world.

The recycling of container glass products is quickly becoming an integral part of the glass 
manufacturing industry. Glass containers are virtually 100 percent recyclable where new glass 
containers can be made from old ones over and over again. Other glass types such as 
automotive, laminated glass, etc., currently have limited re-use, but may generate new 
opportunities for the future. 


Manufacturers can acquire glass products to make new ones as containers for food, beverages, 
perfume, cosmetics, medicine and other consumer goods. The glass recycling process begins 
with the collection of used bottles and other containers. The glass is crushed into small pieces 
called cullet. The cullet is then mixed with melted glass, soda ash and limestone to produce new 
glass. Glass manufacturers can use as much as 25 percent cullet in their process, saving 
energy, landfill space and most importantly natural resources. 


A major concern for glass recyclers and manufacturers is contamination. Common contaminants 
include: ceramics, china (eg. tiles, cups, plates, vases), windows, mirrors, drinking glasses, 
crystal, lab glass, cookware and light bulbs. 


Glass recycling is finding a place with end-use markets beyond the container industry. Such 
examples are asphalt aggregates in place of sand in concrete (eg. glasphalt) and fiberglass 
insulation.

Ferrous and non-ferrous materials metals are reusable and recyclable materials. Factories and 
mills that produce metal that is put back into their process is called "home scrap." Goods made 
of metal that is discarded is called “obsolete scrap." Examples are old cars, railroad tracks, 
appliances, farm equipment and steel beams. 


Steel is the most recycled material in Canada. All steel products are 100% recyclable and can 
be recycled indefinitely. For instance a car can be recycled into steel for use in a bridge, then 
the bridge can be recycled to make stoves, and then stoves into food and drink cans. 


Steel food and beverage cans are 100% recyclable and implementation of a collection program 
in the work place easily recovers this valuable resource. Steel cans are made of steel with a 
protective tin coating. Recyclers are encouraged to densify cans for efficient and economical 
shipment. 


Aluminum is 100% recyclable. Aluminum cans, T.V. dinner trays, pie plates, oven roasters, oven 
liners and household foil are all recyclable. Aerosol cans, aluminum tubes, wrap, cigarette foil, 
chip bags, yogurt lids and juice boxes are not recyclable.

Waste oils may have been used as lubricants, heat dissipating or anti-rust agents. As a lubricant 
oil reduces friction and prevents wear. With heat dissipation oil cools parts and also reduces 
rust. Used motor oil comes from car service centers, maintenance facilities, military installations, 
industrial plants, farm equipment, and do-it-yourself oil changers. 


Used motor oil may be classified as liquid industrial or hazardous waste. Hazardous oil waste 
can contain contaminants such as lead, cadmium, chromium, arsenic, and barium. Industrial 
generators, including service facilities, are required under the Ministry of the Environment 
regulation 309 to manage their used oil. 


Used oil is recycled by re-refining. Re-refining motor oil involves the removal of water, light 
hydrocarbons, separation of lubricants from heavy oil and metals.

The collection and recycling of paint and solvent waste generally involves a two step process. 
The first part involves delivery or pickup of the waste product from the household or site to a 
collection agency. The second step involves segregation and consolidation of paint waste to 
a recycler or approved disposal site. 


Paint is separated into three groups: recyclable latex, recyclable alkyd and non-recyclable 
products (eg. contaminated paint, unknown paints, stains, epoxies, etc.). Recycled paint is 
tested for contamination. The useable paint is packaged into 45 gallon drums and sent to be 
reworked. It then is strained, treated and packaged in 20 litre pails for the market. 


Recycled paint is most useful for exterior use, municipalities or large institutions for: exterior 
wood structures, exterior masonry surfaces, and fences. Paint cans are also recycled into 
reusable steel.

Paper products are processed from plant fibres of softwood and hardwood trees, shrubs, 
grasses and vegetable material. Commercial paper is made by either chemical or mechanical 
processes. High quality paper is produced by the chemical process and lower grade papers 
are made by the mechanical process. The major paper types include: fine paper, newsprint, 
magazine, corrugated containerboard, paperboard, industrial, household and specialty papers. 


Newsprint is being recycled from old newspapers and is finding greater use in the newspaper 
publishing business. Magazines can be reused by schools, libraries, offices and other 
institutions before going back into the manufacturing process for recycling. 


Corrugated cardboard is described as linerboards enveloping a corrugated medium (the fluting 
of middle layer). If it is in good condition then it may find use as shipping material. Damaged 
cardboard can be recycled into kraft paper for bags, cardboard containers, packaging materials, 
biodegradable supplies and paper towels. 


Fine paper is used primarily in offices, schools and homes. Source separation and sorting is the 
key to producing good quality recycled paper. Fine paper can be recycled as 100% post- 
consumer paper.

Plastic is a synthetic material composed of carbon and hydrogen molecules. These molecules 
are tightly bound making plastic difficult to decompose. There are over thirty different types of 
plastics. The most common are polyethylene terepthalate (PET), used in soft drink bottles; high 
density polyethylene (HDPE) used for milk and juice jugs, shampoo bottles and motor oll 
containers; low density polyethylene (LDPE) used for grocery bags; polyvinyl chloride (PVC) 
used to make vegetable oil bottles; polypropylene (PP) used for margarine and yogurt tubs and 
polystyrene (PS) for styrofoam. 


The Society of Plastic Institute (SPI) of Canada developed a coding system for plastics: 


1-PET 2 - HDPE 3 - PVC 4-LPDE 5 - PP 
6-PS 7 - Other 


It is estimated that eighty-five percent of all plastic bottles are made from HDPE and PET. HDPE 
plastics can be reprocessed into pellets for bottle and sheet products. PET is being used in 
fiberglass, jackets, pillows, twine, rope, carpets and electrical parts. 


The efficiency of recycling plastic can be increased if containers are rinsed and bottles with 
hazardous material labelled, segregated and disposed of in aregistered hazardous waste landfill 
site.

Tires and rubber are playing an important part in the recycling industry. Used tires are collected 
from dealers and then sorted for resale, retreaded, recycled or disposed. Recyclers cut or grind 
tires into suitable sizes for use in new products or mouldings. There are two different types of 
grinding processes that are used for the production of crumb rubber. One is cryogenic and the 
other is ambient. Cryogenic grinding involves using liquid nitrogen to freeze tires and shattering 
them in a hammermill. Ambient grinding is done at room temperature by shearing the tires 
under compression. 


A number of uses have been found for crumb rubber. They include school yards, tennis courts, 
lawn bowling courts, waterproofing compounds and containers. It can also be combined with 
scrap or virgin plastic to make compounds for blue box or composter manufacture and 
rubberized asphalt.

Wood waste can be acquired from several sources. Forestry sectors produce sawdust, end- 
cuts, chips, pallets and skids. Construction and demolition debris is a source for framing, 
lumber, end-cuts, plywood, particleboard, moulding and scraps. Other wastes include tree 
branches, brush, hydro poles, Christmas trees and railway material. 


Waste wood that is found in good condition can be reused in building projects. Wood pallets 
can be repaired for reuse. Contaminants such as paints, varnishes or laminated surfaces may 
make the wood unacceptable for recycling. Acceptability depends on the process, its capability 
to remove contaminants and end-use markets. 


Other uses of wood waste include chips or shavings for landscaping, animal feed, particleboard 
production, roofing materials and charcoal briquettes.

Baler - A machine that 
compacts waste 
materials into bundles to 
reduce volume and 
retains them in this 
compacted form to 
reduce _ transportation 
costs. 


Biodegradation - A 
natural process involving 
the assimilation or 
consumption of a 
material by living micro- 
organisms. 


Biodegradable 
Material- Waste 
materials capable of 
being broken down by 
bacterial or microbe 
action. 


Bottom Ash - The 
residue which remains at 
the bottom of an 
incinerator after waste is 
burned. It can be used in 
building materials such 


as concrete and road 


beds. 


British Thermal Unit 
(BTU) - The unit of heat 
required to raise the 
temperature of one 
pound of water by one 
degree Fahrenheit. In 
resource recovery 
systems, BTU indicates 
the amount of heat 
energy produced from 


burning a given amount 
of waste. 


Buy-Back Centres & 

Programs - Facilities or 
programs where 
individuals return 
recyclable materials to 
processors for payment. 


Classification/ 
Sortation- 

Sorting of materials into 
uniform categories or 
classes, such as plastics, 
glass, aluminum, steel 
and paper, as part of the 
recycling process. 


Coding - In the context 
of waste, coding refers 
to a system used to 
identify recyclable 
materials. The coding 
system for plastic 
packaging, a mobius 
loop with a number in 
the centre and letters 
underneath, indicates the 
resin from which each 
container is made. The 
code is moulded into the 
bottom of the bottles to 
help recycling sorters 
identify the different 
resins. 


Collection - The act of 
picking up waste 
materials at home, 
businesses or industrial 
sites and hauling them to 
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a recycling facility, 
energy recovery plant, or 
a landfill. 


Collection Centre - A 
facility where secondary 
material is collected, 
usually from the public, 
and then resold to 
brokers or manufacturers 
for recycling. 


Commingled Plastics - 
A mixture of two or more 
different types of plastic 
materials. Technology 
now exists to recycle 
commingled plastics into 
useful products. 


Compactor - Power- 
driven mechanical 
equipment that densifies 
(compresses and 
reduces the volume of) 
waste materials. 
Compactors, which are 
often installed on 
residential and 
commercial refuse 
trucks, contain material 
under pressure and will 
not allow it to expand 
until it’s unloaded. 


Composting - A process 
through which organic 
waste materials are 
reduced to humus 
through biodegradation. 


Certificate of Approval 
(C of A) - A legal 
document which is 
required for the 
operation of any waste 
management facility 
under the Ontario 
Environmental Protection 
Act. 


Contaminant - Foreign 
material that makes a 
primary material impure 
and reduces or 
eliminates its recycling 
value. 


Cover Material - A 
backfill, usually dirt or 
ash and free of organic 
matter, used to cover 
compacted waste in a 
sanitary landfill. If there 
is insufficient soil Cover 
available, then plastic 
foam sprays can be 
applied in some 
locations. 


Cullet - Broken glass 
that can be remelted into 
new glass products.

Pickup/Collection- 
Selected recycling 
materials are collected at 
the curb, usually from 
specially designated bins 
(i.e. blue boxes), for 
di sitapi:biut: fOsneat oO 
appropriate processing 
facilities. 


Degradable Plastics - 
Plastics specifically 
developed or formulated 
to break down after 
exposure to sunlight or 
microbes. For example, 
beverage pack rings are 
now made from 
photodegradable plastic. 
Self-dissolving surgical 
sutures have also been 
developed to biodegrade 
within the body. 


Deposit/Returns - 
Established in various 
parts of Canada to help 
reduce litter. A deposit 
is paid when purchasing 
items such as beverages 
and then is refunded 
when the containers are 
returned. 


Disposal - The final 
disposition of wastes, 
either through 
incineration or landfilling. 


Drop-off Recycling 
Centres - Facilities, often 
unattended bins, where 
individuals can deposit 
recyclable materials such 
as plastics, metals, glass 
and newspapers. 


Dump - An _ open, 
unmanaged site where 
garbage is buried or left 
to decompose. Many 
dumps, now closed 
because o f 
environmental problems, 
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have been replaced with 
modern sanitary landfills. 


Energy From Waste 
(EFW) - The concept of 
burning waste in an 
incinerator and using the 
released energy to make 
steam or to generate 
electricity which could be 
used in a variety of ways 
(eg. to heat buildings). 


Energy Recovery-The 
recovery of energy from 
a combustion process in 
useable forms such as 
heat or electricity. 


Environment-The Earth 
and its atmosphere; 
sometimes called the 
biosphere. 


Fly Ash- Non- 
combustible particulates 
generated when burning 
waste materials. Modern 
incinerators are equipped 
to capture fly ash and 
prevent it from entering 
the atmosphere. Fly ash 
is often toxic and causes 
disposal problems (eg. 
due to incomplete 
combustion). 


Groundwater - Water 
which exists in 
underground 
passageways in rocks 
and which flows’ in 
response to gravity; 
often the source of water 
for communities. 


Heavy Metals - A group 
of metals’ including 
aluminum, zinc, 
chromium, nickel, 
copper, tin, _ silver, 
antimony, cadmium, 
arsenic, lead, mercury, 
iron, and cobalt. These 
materials, due to their 
persistence in the 
environment, tend to 
contaminate the 
ecosystems’s food web. 
Heavy metals are often 
present in the fly ash of 
incinerators and the 
leachate from _ landfill 
sites. 


Humus - Nutrient-rich 
material resulting from 
the natural decay of 
organic material in the 
soil; similar to compost. 


Incinerator - A_ plant 
designed to reduce 
waste volume through 
combustion. Modern 
incinerators recover 
energy from the 
combusted waste. 


Incinerator Ash - The 
post combustion residue. 
Bottom ash is removed 
through a bottom grate 
and fly ash is removed in 
the air pollution control 
equipment (typically an 
electrostatic precipitator 
or a _ bag-house filter 
system). 


Landfill - Land used for 
disposal of waste (see 
sanitary landfill). 


Leachate - The liquid 
which results when rain 
or melting snow 
percolates through a 
material and carries with 
it dissolved materials 
picked up as it moves. 
Depending on _ the 
location, leachate may 
contain hazardous 
materials which could 
contaminate groundwater 
Or surface water. 
Leachate contains more 
heavy metals if the rain 
or snow is acidic. 


Litter - Waste that has 
not been properly 
disposed of, either by 
placing it in a place or 
container specifically 
designed ffor that 
purpose, or recycling it. 


Manual Separation- 
Separation of waste 
materials by hand, either 
in the home or office, or 
in a waste recovery 
plant. (Also known as 
hand sorting). 


Materials Recovery - A 
process of waste 
handling that separates 
out reusable and 
recyclable materials such 
as plastics, metals, glass, 
and certain grades of 
paper. 
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Methane - A naturally 
occurring gas produced 
when organic material 
biodegrades without the 
presence of sufficient 
oxygen. It is often mixed 
with other gases. 
Because methane is foul, 
flammable and _= can 
migrate through soil, it 
can cause problems at 
landfill sites or in the 
surrounding area. It can 
be collected and used 
for the generation of heat 
and electricity. 


Mobius Loop - The 
Mobius Loop symbolizes 
the endless use and 
reuse of materials. The 
three arrows refer to 
solids, liquids and gases; 
the three kinds. of 
recyclable materials. 
Named after August 
Mobius, a German 
mathematician who died 
in 1868. 


Municipal Solid Waste 
(MSW) - More 
commonly referred to as 
garbage, this waste 
material is handled by 
municipal collection 
and/or disposal services. 
It includes two main 
types of solid waste: 
residential waste and 
industrial, commercial 
and _ institutional waste. 
Municipal solid waste 
does not include 
hazardous and liquid 


industrial waste. Also 


known as_ garbage, 
refuse, rubbish and 
trash. Different 


municipalities make legal 
distinctions among these 
terms, but they are all 
forms of municipal solid 
waste. 


Packaging Materials- 
Any of a variety of 
plastics, papers, 
cardboard, metals, 
ceramics, glass, wood 
and paperboard used to 
make containers for 
foods, household and 
industrial products. 


Plastics - A very large 
number of different, 
synthetic, organic 
compounds, __ usually 
made from products of 
oil/petroleum industry. 
Different plastics have a 
great variety of 
properties and, _ thus, 
have many kinds of 
applications. Because 
there are so many kinds 
of plastics, it is often 
difficult to include them in 
community recycling 
programs. 


Primary Material - Virgin 
or new material used for 
manufacturing basic 
products. 


Reclamation - The 
process of restoring 
materials found in the 


waste stream to 
usefulness or 
productivity. Reclaimed 
materials may be used 
for purposes other than 
their original use. 


Recycling - Physically, 
chemically or biologically 
reprocessing solid or 
liquid waste in order to 
use the material to make 
a new product. A 
recycling program 
involves much more than 
just the actual 
reprocessing. It involves 
also the continuous 
separation, collection 
and/or cleaning of the 
recyclable materials and 
the maintenance of 
stable markets for the 
recyclable materials and 
useful final end-products. 


Resource Recovery - 
Any process that extracts 
value from _ collected 
waste. eg. recycling or 
burning as a fuel to 
generate energy. 


Resource Recovery 
Facility - Also called an 
energy recovery or 
energy from waste plant. 
A facility where solid 
waste is converted into 
some form of usable 
energy or fuel. 


Sanitary Landfill - A 


method of waste 
disposal designed to

reduce hazards to 
human safety and the 
environment. For 
environmental reasons 
many sanitary landfills 
are equipped with heavy 
plastic liners, leachate 
collection systems and 
gas capture/venting 
systems. Sanitary 
landfills can be reclaimed 
after reaching their waste 
capacity for recreation 
and parklands. 


Separation - Division of 
waste into groups of 
similar materials, either 
manually or mechanically 
with specialized 
equipment. Recycled 
plastic packaging has 
been coded to make the 
separation process 
easier (see coding). 


Single Service 
Packaging - Materials 
manufactured for a single 
use, such as foam 
plastic or paper cups 
used in food service 
establishments and 
health care centres. 


Source Reduction - A 
way of reducing waste 
byproducts by using less 
material or fewer 
materials in the 


-manufacture of products. 


Source Separation - 
The purposeful 


segregation of used 
materials from municipal 
waste into’ specific 
material categories at the 
point of generation, or 
where the waste is 
created. The generator 
may separate recyclables 
from. other waste, but 
further sorting may be 
required. Some 
municipalities further sort 
recyclables into separate 
compartments in the 
collecting trucks; others 
co-mingle the recyclables 
for sorting at another 
location. 


Tipping Fee - The cost 
charged to dispose of 
waste at the disposal 
area such as a landfill or 
waste-to-energy facility. 
Usually stated in dollars- 
per-tonne. 


Transfer Station - A 
facility where waste is 
moved from _ smaller 
collection vehicles into 
larger, more_ cost- 
effective transportation 
units like railroad cars, 
barges or truck trailers. 


Virgin Materials - Any 
basic (raw) material for 
industrial processing 
which has not been 
previously used. 


Volume Reduction - 
The processing of waste 
materials to decrease the 


amount of space they 
occupy, usually by 
crushing, shredding, 
incineration or 
composting. 


Waste Management - 
The entire process of 
collecting, sorting 
processing, recycling, 
reclaiming and disposing 
of waste.
